2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Fox et al. 
Fox et al teaches (paragraphs 025-027) a stimulating device that has an induction 
device (10) that is non-invasive that is positioned to target specific sites of the brain, 
while Fox et al does not specifically state that there is at least one marker on the device 
there would inherently need to be one in order to properly align the device (10) in the 
proper position (see paragraph 027). Without some type of marker to identify the 
position of the device one could not properly position the device with respect to the 
brain or the specific target site. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



4. Claims 3-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fox 
et al in view of He. 
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Fox et al teach that it is well known to map the brain. However, the specific type of 
simulation claimed is not taught by Fox et al. He teaches a method and apparatus of 
biosignal spatial analysis. He teaches that a 3-shell model is constructed, and brain 
signals can be simulated on it and displayed on a monitor and that a control arm is 
used. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to use the simulator of He with the device of Fox et al, as Fox et al teaches 
that mapping of the brain is well known and He states that it is important to provide 
spatial information regarding bioelectrical activities. From these two, it would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art to use the device of He to simulate the brain and use 
the simulations to guide the stimulations of Fox et al. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-13 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

With respect to Applicant's arguments directed to claims 3-13, while they are directed to 
Mann in view of Abrams et al and He and the current rejection is directed to Fox et al in 
view of He, the arguments with respect to the He reference is addressed here as it 
would apply to Fox et al. Applicant argues that He does not disclose how the data can 
be used to determine an area of stimulation in the brain to be stimulated by the 
induction device. The examiner's position is that He was used to teach a well known 
way to generate a simulation model of the head of a person that can be used with the 
device of Fox et al and not to a teaching of determining the area to be stimulated. Fox

et al teaches determining the area of stimulation based upon the model of the head and 
locating the induction device relative to the target area.
